Remarks * 


There  has  been  an  increase  of  five  births  the  past  year 
over  the  number  recorded  in  1897.  The  total  number  re¬ 
corded  the  past  year  is  forty-seven — males  twenty -five, 
females  twenty-two.  About  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  births  recorded  are  of  Portuguese  parents. 
Parents  have  been  very  prompt  in  haying  their  children 
named  before  the  close  of  the  year,  only  two  omissions  oc¬ 
curring.  In  the  foregoing  tabulated  statement  of  births  it  is 
noticed  that  certain  names  are  withheld,  and  for  an  explana¬ 
tion  thereof  extracts  from  Chapter  444,  Section  27  of  the 
Acts  of  1897,  are  given  as  follows  : 

“In  a  statement  of  births  and  deaths  printed  by  authority 
of  a  city  or  town,  no  name  of  an  illegitimate  child,  or  its 
parents,  or  of  the  parents  of  a  stillborn  child,  shall  be  printed, 
but  the  word  “illegitimate”  or  “stillborn,”  as  the  fact  may 
be,  shall  be  used  in  place  thereof.” 

Thirty-two  marriages  have  been  returned  for  record  by 
different  clergymen  as  follows:  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  7  :  Rev. 
Mr.  Snow,  5;  Rev.  Mr.  Ford,  5;  Rev.  Mr.  W  ashburn,  3; 
Rev.  Mr.  Bradley,  2  ;  Rev.  Messrs.  Lesh,  Chase,  Beale, 
Sampson,  Docking,  Detling,  Hamilton,  House,  Richardson 
and  Lockhart,  1  each.  The  age  of  the  oldest  groom  given  is 
72;  oldest  bride,  58;  youngest  groom,  21;  youngest  bride, 
16. 

Twenty-eight  marriage  certificates  were  issued  by  the 
Clerk  of  Harwich,  wherein  one  or  both  of  the  parties  re¬ 
sided.  As  the  law  requires  a  copy,  of  the  certificate  to  be 
returned  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage  was 
solemnized,  for  record,  it  will  be  noticed  that  four  couples 
were  married  where  neither  of  the  parties  resided  in  this 
town. 

Forty-nine  deaths  have  been  placed  upon  record  the  past 
year.  The  leading  “cause  of  death”  appears  to  he  heart 
disease.  The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  has 
been  fifty-one  for  each  year.  The  past  year  the  rate  has  not 
been  up  to  the  average.  The  age  of  the  oldest  male  person 
is  90  years,  the  oldest  female  is  89  years,  as  the  tabulated 
record  shows.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

School  Committee  of  Harwich: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my 
tirst  annual  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  your 
to  wn. 

Although  school  reports  are  addressed  to  the  School 
Committee,  1  realize  that  they  are  really  reports  to  the 
town’s  people,  and  shall  treat  this  4s  such.  1  do  not  consider 
it  proper  to  recommend  for  public  consideration  things  to 
which  the  attention  of  your  Committee  has  never  been 
called,  therefore  I  shall  not  follow  certain  precedents  in 
making  sweeping  recommendations  for  the  future,  regardless 
of  their  feasibility.  The  first  of  January  is  not  the  only 
time  when  a  Superintendent  should  make  plans  for  improv¬ 
ing  the  school  system.  Whenever  there  is  an  opport unitv 
for  introducing  improvements,  I  shall  do  my  best  to  secure 
their  adoption. 

Thegeneral  condition  of  your  schools  is  very  satisfactory. 
Every  teacher  is  doing  her  very  best  work,  and  is  showing 
an  earnestness  of  purpose  which  cannot  fail  to  produce  good 
results.  One  evidence  of  their  zeal  is  shown  by  the  ea<>er- 
ness  with  which  they  adopted  my  suggestion  of  a  teachers’ 
association.  There  have  been  only  six  absences  in  the  live 
teachers’  meetings  which  have  been  held,  and  three  of  these 
were  unavoidable.  One  of  the  great  hindrances  to  pro¬ 
gressive  work  of  our  schools  is  the  enforced  isolation  of  our 
teachers,  which  tends  to  deaden  their  ambition  and  to  cause 
them  to  follow  a  dull  routine.  The  Harwich  Teachers’ 
Association  will  not  only  counteract  the  effects  of  geogra  l>h- 
ical  isolation,  but  wdl  improve  and  encourage  the  members 
by  its  assistance  and  support. 

In  April,  the  Harwich  schools  were  found  to  be  follow¬ 
ing  the  course  of  study  prepared  by  Supt.  Dutton  more 
closely  than  the  majority  of  other  schools  in  the  distiict, 
yet  I  he  announcement  that  examinations  based  upon  it 
would  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  year,  caused  a  few  teachers 
to  more  thoroughly  acquaint  themselves  with  the  amount  of 
work  which  is  outlined  for  the  several  grades.  Adopting  a 
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course  of  study  and  insisting  that  it  be  followed,  will  great¬ 
ly  improve  the- efficiency  of  our  schools.  Great  credit  is 
due  to  Supt.  Dutton  for  its  introduction. 

With  the  help  of  the  tests  given  last  June,  the  pupils 
were  re-graded  as  well  as  was  possible  under  the  circum¬ 
stances.  This  year  we  shall  be  able  to  more  accurately 
determine  each  pupil’s  fitness  for  promotion.  Teachers  are 
to  give  pupils  credit  for  their  work  every  week,  and  towards 
the  end  of  the  spring  term  the  Superintendent  will  give 
examinations  based  upon  the  course  of  study.  (See  latter 
part  of  Harwich  School  Report  for  1897.)  The  results  of 
these  examinations  will  be  combined  with  the  credits  of  the 
pupils  for  their  year’s  work,  and  by  this  means  their  pro¬ 
motion  or  non-promotion  will  be  determined. 

Last  year  a  much  needed  reform  was  accomplished  by  al¬ 
lowing  pupils  to  pass  from  the  Grammar  Schools  to  the 
High  School  in  the  same  way  that  pupils  pass  from  one  ele¬ 
mentary  grade  to  another.  The  former  special  examinationsfor 
admission  to  the  High  School,  taken  in  unfamiliar  surround- 
ings  and  under  confusing*  circumstances,  was  abolished. 
The  general  ability  of  the  entering  class  this  year  is  in  no 
way  inferior  to  that  of  any  other  class  which  has  been  in  the 
school  during  mv  acquaintance  with  it. 

It  is  essential  to  good  schools  that  pupils  should  satisfac¬ 
torily  complete  the  studies  of  one  grade  before  attempting 
to  struggle  with  those  of  a  higher  grade.  Six  members  of 
last  year’s  entering  class  in  the  High  School  could  not  be 
promoted  to  the  second  year  class  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Four  of  these  i  eturned  and  are  doing  excellent  work  this 
year.  There  is  no  reason  why  pupils  in  the  High  School 
should  not  satisfactorily  complete  the  studies  of  one  grade 
before  passing  to  the  next,  when  this  plan  is  followed  in  the 
elementary  schools.  The  wisdom  of  this  requirement  is  too 
apparent  to  need  explanation. 

During  the  summer  vacation  a  catalogue  of  all  books  and 
apparatus  in  the  schools  and  supply-office  was  prepared, 
and  a  hektograph  copy  of  the  same  placed  in  the  hands  of 
everv  teacher,  in  order  that  she  might  know  the  full  extent 
of  the  resources,  and  make  use  of  all  that  was  available. 
This  has  saved  the  Town  considerable  expense  by  lessening 


the  purchase  of  books. 

At  the  end  of  each  week  all  teachers  send  to  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  reports  upon  attendance  and  such  other  items  as 
should  be  called  to  his  attention.  The  Superintendent  re¬ 
turns  to  them  a  report  which  compares  and  ranks  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  all  the  schools  of  the  district,  and  also  gives  such 
notices  or  directions  as  will  apply  to  all  the  teachers.  This 
plan  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  keeping  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  in  touch  with  all  the  schools  and  in  increasing  the 
interest  and  relations  of  the  schools  to  each  other. 

Teachers  have  been  asked  to  keep  an  account  of  all  books 
used  by  pupils  and  to  insist  that  at  least  the  newer  books  be 
covered.  These  requests  were  made  in  order  that  children 
might  feel  greater  responsibility  for  the  care  of  town  prop¬ 
erty.  The  free  text-book  and  supply  system,  unless  care¬ 
fully  supervised  by  the  teachers,  may  lead  to  the  formation 
of  habits  of  wastefulness  and  extravagance. 

The  public  visiting  days,  which  were  instituted  last  De¬ 
cember,  bid  fair  to  be  a  success.  The  fourth  Fridav  of  each 
month  is  devoted  to  a  review  of  the  work  during  that 
month  in  each  study.  This  furnishes  the  public  an  excel- 
cent  opportunity  to  see  the  regular  work  of  the  school  and 
to  note  its  progress.  Parents  in  particular  are  urged  to 
visit  the  schools.  If  they  would  do  this,  and  would  talk 
with  the  teachers,  and  with  their  own  senses  compare  the 
work  of  their  children  with  the  work  of  others  in  the  school, 
our  whole  educational  system  would  be  wonderfully  stimula¬ 
ted.  I  call  attention  to  the  small  number  of  visits  by  par- 
cults  in  comparison  to  the  visits  by  others,  as  is  shown  in  the 
last  two  columns  of  the  table  of  school  statistics.  You  may 
also  note  that  the  South  Harwich  school  is  an  exception  to 
this  rule.  I  believe  that  no  small  share  of  the  credit  for  the 
excellent  condition  of  this  school  is  due  to  the  influence  of 
the  parents. 

In  the  report  which  I  submitted  when  principal  of  your 
High  School,  it  was  recommended  that  an  assistant  for  the  High 
School  be  engaged,  who  should  also  supervise  Drawing  in  the 
other  schools  of  the  town.  The  demand  for  an  assistant  in 
the  High  School  was  imperative,  not  only  on  account  of  a 
greater  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,  but  because  the  new- 


ly  adopted  course  of  study  offers  both  a  three  and  a  four 
years’  course,  which  greatly  increases  the  number  of  nec¬ 
essary  recitations.  Your  committee  endorsed  the  plan  and 
Miss  Elise  H.  Garret,  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  Art  School, 
was  engaged  to  till  the  two  positions.  The  good  results 
obtained  in  so  short  a  time  are  far  beyond  my  expectations. 
Miss  Garret  has  so  conducted  the  work  that  it  has  been  not 
only  interesting  and  inspiring  to  the  pupils,  but  has  shown 
tile  practical  value  of  the  study.  Many  of  the  pupils  are 
deeply  interested  and  are  enjoying  their  school  work  as 
never  before,  while  the  teachers  are  relieved  of  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  this  part  of  the  curriculum  which  hitherto  had 
caused  a  number  ot  them  so  much  anxiety. 

The  design  on  the  cover  ot  this  report  was  drawn  by  Miss 
Lucretia  Clark  of  the  sixth  grade  in  the  Pleasant  Lake  Mixed 
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School.  Although  this  drawing  was  selected  as  being  the 
one  best  suited  to  the  purpose,  there  were  many  others 
whose  excellence  entitled  them  to  very  careful  consideration, 
and  it  was  a  difficult  task  to  decide  which  design  was  most 
worthy  of  the  honor.  I  hope  we  may  have  an  exhibition  of 
school  work  at  the  end  of  the  year,  so  that  these  designs 
may  be  exhibited. 

So  far  as  statistics  of  attendance  show,  there  has  been 
only  a  slight  gain  during  the  past  year.  There  would  have 
been  a  greater  gain,  had  it  not  been  for  the  new  attendance 
law,  which  requires  that  ten  consecutive  days  of  absence  shall 
elapse  and  be  counted  before  a  pupil  loses  membership. 
This  is  twice  the  number  of  absences  that  were  recmired 
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by  the  old  law. 

There  has  been  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of  tardy 
marks  and  dismissals.  I  hope  that  pupils,  parents,  and 
teachers  will  endeavor  to  bring  about  a  greater  improvement 
in  the  items  of  attendance,  tardiness  and  dismissal.  There 
is  no  habit  of  greater  importance  to-a  boy  than  that  of  reg¬ 
ular  and  prompt  attendance  at  school.  The  boy  who  is  ir¬ 
regular  in  his  school  attendance  would  not  be  highly 
recommended  for  his  prospects  of  becoming  a  man  who 
would  be  diligent  and  faithful  in  business.  Notwithstand- 
ing  the  fact  that  there  have  been  2377  half-day  absences 
durum  the  fall  term,  not  all  of  which  were  excusable  ;  and 


notwithstanding  the  stringent  laws  regarding  attendance, 
the  assistance  of  the  truant  officers,  who  are  the  proper  per¬ 
sons  to  investigate  unnecessary  absence,  has  been  solicited 
only  twice.  It  rests  with  the  teachers  to  see  that  there  is 
an  improvement  in  this  respect  at  once.  Copies  of  the  new 
attendance  laws  were  distributed  in  the  schools  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  fall  term,  so  that  pupils  and  parents  should 
know  what  is  required  of  them  in  this  direction.  I  believe 
that  absence  should  count  against  promotion,  not  only  be¬ 
cause  no  pupil  who  is  absent  can  have  gained  as  much  as 
one  who  has  attended  school,  and  therefore  is  less  entitled 
to  promotion,  but  because  if  this  were  done,  pupils  would 
realize  that  absence  had  a  direct  effect  upon  their  rank, 
and  in  consequence  they  would  be  more  careful  about  their 
attendance. 

Last  March  the  School  Committee  adopted  the  regula¬ 
tion  that  “No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  schools 
during  the  winter  or  spring  terms,  unless  competent  to  per¬ 
form  the  work  being  done  in  some  established  grade  in  that 
school.” 

The  admission  of  new  pupils  to  the  schools  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  spring  term  is  not  only  very  injurious  to  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  pupils  already  in  the  school,  but  the  new 
members  themselves  received  very  little  benefit  which  is  not 
lost  during  the  Iona'  summer  vacation  which  immediately' 
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follows. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  Algebra  should  be 
introduced  into  the  eighth  grade  work.  The  course  of 
study  calls  for  this,  and  it  would  have  been  done  last  spring 
but  the  text-book  appropriation  would  not  permit.  This 
change  will  lessen  the  “shock”  experienced  by  those  who 
change  from  Grammar  School  work  to  High  School  work, 
and  will  be  a  valuable  supplement  to  the  Arithmetic. 

Considering  the  wages  which  Harwich  pays  the  school 
janitors,  parents  and  the  general  public  ought  to  demand 
that  the  buildings  and  grounds  be  well  and  economically 
cared  for.  It  is  essential  to  the  formation  of  habits  of 
cleanliness  and  order  that  the  school-room  and  its  environ¬ 
ment  should  be  clean  and  well  kept.  The  building  at  Har¬ 
wich  Port,  cared  for  by  Mr.  Joshua  D.  Allen,  is  in  excellent 
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order  at  all  times.  Mr.  William  H.  Ellis  at  Pleasant 
Lake  is  also  taking  exceptionally  good  care  of  the  school¬ 
room,  and  two  or  possibly  three  others  are  giving  good  sat¬ 
isfaction.  The  condition  at  the  Centre  needs  no  comments 
from  me,  as  it  has  in  previous  years  been  described  in  terms 
which  have  become  historical.  We  aie  still  privileged  to 
enjoy  (?)  the  same  wretchedly  poor  service. 

One  might  infer  from  the  report  of  a  former  Superintend¬ 
ent  that  the  schools  were  artistically  decorated,  yet,  except 
in  the  High  School,  there  are  tew  pictures  or  decorations 
worthv  of  the  name.  Some  schools  are  striving  to  remedy 
this  defect  and  outside  assistance  has  been  solicited.  The 
schools  are  deeply  indebted  for  the  gift  of  fourteen  port¬ 
folios  of  Stoddard’s  beautiful  photographs  of  famous  places 
and  pictures  (size  8x10)  which  are  excellent,  not  only  for 
work  in  History  and  Geography,  but  for  decorative  pur¬ 
poses.  1  hope  the  schools  may  receive  from  others  inter¬ 
ested  in  education  a  generous  supply  of  illustrated  periodi¬ 
cals  from  which  useful  pictures  may  be  secured. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  appropriation  for  next  year  will 
be  sufficient  to  allow  the  purchase  of  some  much  needed 
desk-books  for  the  assistance  of  our  teachers.  If  teachers 
were  supplied  with  books  which  offer  suggestions  and  ad¬ 
vice  regarding,  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  required 
subjects,  I  believe  we  should  get  better  results  at  less  ex¬ 
penditure  than  we  would  do  by  an  exchange  of  those  text¬ 
books  which  may  have  certain  unsatisfactory  features. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  year  in  the  selection  of 
new  teachers.  Miss  Josephine  E.  Marrs  was  elected  to 
fill  the  position  at  Pleasant  Lake.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  this  school  is  as  large  and  even  more  difficult  than  any 
other  school  in  town,  and  also  has  seven  grades,  the  pupils 
have  made  rapid  progress  under  the  skillful  guidance  of  Miss 
Marrs,  and  reflect  great  credit  upon  her  earnest  and  faithful 
efforts. 

Miss  Beulah  M.  Eldridge  at  East  Harwich  has  been  emi¬ 
nently  successful  thus  far  in  maintaining  the  excellent  stand¬ 
ard  which  the  school  attained  during  the  three  years  that 
Miss  Sarah  E.  Whitlock  taught  there. 
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The  Harwich  Port  Grammar  School  easily  ranked  first  in 
the  district  in  the  tests  which  were  given  last  June.  The 
average  percentage  attained  in  this  school  on  the  June  ex¬ 
aminations  was  84.7,  or  nearly  twenty  per  cent,  more  than 
was  required  for  promotion.  The  excellent  scholarship  de¬ 
veloped  in  this  school  was  due  to  the  skillful,  patient,  un¬ 
tiring  efforts  of  Miss  Lucia  E.  Van  Dyke,  whose  qualities 
as  a  teacher  are  superb  and  unsurpassed.  Miss  Fannie  L. 
Abbott,  who  succeeded  to  this  position,  has  maintained  the 
high  scholarship  of  the  school. 

Miss  Mercy  E.  Kelley  lias  met  with  marked  and  unmis¬ 
takable  success  in  the  West  Harwich  Grammar  School. 
She  has  proven  herself  to  be  a  well-trained  and  competent 
instructor,  who  commands  the  respect  of  her  pupils  by  un¬ 
doubted  mastery  of  every  lesson  taught,  and  holds  their 
interest  and  attention  by  her  appreciation  of,  and  sympathy 
for,  the  pupils’  efforts. 

Mr.  Eugene  Averell,  assisted  by  Miss  Elise  H.  Garret,  is 
seeking  to  bring  the  High  School  to  a  high  stale  of  per¬ 
fection.  Their  reports  appear  in  another  part  of  this  vol¬ 
ume. 


Miss  Alta  A.  Whitlock  was  unable  to  resume  her  duties 
in  the  Centre  Grammar  Schoql  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term.  During  her  illness  the  position  is  being- filled  by  her 
sister,  Miss  Sarah  E.  Whitlock.  I  hope  she  wiil  soon  favor 
us  again  with  her  services,  because  she  was  a  teacher  prom¬ 
inent  by  her  devotion  to  the  duties  of  her  school,  and  her 
willingness  and  desire  to  profit  by  the  suggestions  of  others. 


Hyannis  has  become  the  Mecca  of  learning  for  the  teach¬ 
ers  in  Barnstable  County,  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Normal  School  in  that  village.  The  opportunities  offered 
at  its  summer  school  should  not  be  overlooked  by  our  teach¬ 
ers,  some  of  whom  have  had  no  training  except  that  of  a 
very  narrow  experience.  At  the  summer  session  of  the 
Normal  School  one  can  get  regular  normal  school  work,  and 
credit  is  given  for  the  work  done.  The  tuition  is  absolutely 
free,  and  board,  room,  and  necessary  supplies,  are  furnished 
at  cost.  Miss  LoenaM.  Wixon  of  North  Harwich,  Miss 
Selena  M.  Kerr  of  South  Harwich,  and  your  Superintend¬ 
ent,  attended  the  session  last  summer  and  can  testify  to  its 
efficiency. 
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There  is  one  recommendation  which  has  not  received  the 
full  attention  of  your  committee,  yet  it  should  be  mentioned. 

Tlie  school  at  North  Harwich  lias  at  present  twenty-three 
pupils  and  is  a  mixed  school  of  eight  grades,  having  a  full 
share  of  the  disadvantages  which  this  circumstance  implies. 
It  costs  at  least  forty-seven  (47)  dollars  per  month  to 
maintain  the  school,  besides  the  cost  of  repairs  and  inciden¬ 
tals  connected  with  the  building.  The  cost  of  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  these  children  to  West  Harwich  would  be  much  less 
than  this,  and  the  pupils  would  have  the  advantages  ot  a 
graded  school  system.  The  West  Harwich  Schools  can 
easily  accommodate  the  pupils  from  North  Harwich.  At 
present  there  are  twenty-six  pupils  in  the  West  Primary. 
The  North  School  would  add  about  thirteen,  making  a  total 
of  thirty-nine.  The  West  Grammar  now  has  twenty-eight 
pupils,  which,  with  about  ten  from  the  North  school,  would 
make  thirty-eight.  The  change  should  not  be  instituted 
until  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  when  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  three  schools  may  differ  slightly  from  the 
above  figures,  but  cannot  vary  sufficiently  to  render  the 
plan  undesirable.  I  believe  that  this  union  of  West  and 
North  Harwich  would  prove  beneficial  to  both  schools  by 
making  classes  larger  and  increasing  the  pupils’  interest. 

The  eight  members  of  next  year’s  seventh  and  eight 
grades  at  Pleasant  Lake  should  be  transported  to  the  Centre 
schools  when  the  fall  term  begins,  giving  them  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  one  or  two  years  in  a  graded  school  and  relieving 
the  teacher  at  Pleasant  Lake  of  a  portion  of  her  burden  as 
was  recommended  by  Supt.  Dutton.  I  believe  that  the 
amount  saved  at  North  Harwich  would  pay  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  the  children  from  Pleasant  Lake. 

The  people*  of  Harwich  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  their 
schools,  and  I  trust  that  parents  and  tax-payers  will  do  all 
in  their  power  to  still  further  advance  the  interests  of  our 
educational  system.

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


cMr.  Seth  Howard  Chace,  Supt.  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  submit, 
at  this  time,  the  following  report  of  the  High  School,  tor  the 

\  ear  1898.  As  I  have  had  charge  of  the  school  hut  twelve 
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weeks  out  of  the  forty,  constituting  the  school  year,  the 
material  for  a  report,  is  necessarily  somewhat  more  limited 
than  it  would  have  been,  had  I  had  charge  of  it  for  a  full 
year.  The  school  has  been,  thus  far,  a  pleasant  and  har¬ 
monious  one,  not  only  from  the  fact,  that  the  pupils  have 
been  uniformly  courteous,  but  have  also  shown  a  disposition 
and  capacity  for  work,  which,  if  continued,  must  place  the 
school,  in  these  respects  at  least,  on  a  level  with  many  of 
our  city  high  schools. 

The  attendance  has  been  unusually  good,  throughout  the 
past  term. 

As  to  the  building  itself,  it  is  evident,  that  a  coat  of  paint 
would  make  the  exterior,  much  more  attractive.  The  rooms 
of  the  school-building  are  unusually  pleasant  to  work  in, 
and  we  are  fortunate,  in  having  the  walls,  of  our  main  room, 
adorned  with  some  unusually  tine  and  well-framed  pictures. 
The  laboratory,  which  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  recitation 
room  and  supplied  with  new  chairs  and  a  stove,  has  proven, 
in  a  great  measure,  satisfactory  for  that  purpose. 

The  means  at  hand,  for  the  ventilation  of  the  rooms,  are 
not  of  the  best  and  it  is  only  with  great  care  that  the 
teachers  can  secure,  what  may  approach  proper  ventilation, 
without  endangering  the  health  of  the  pupils. 

The  care  of  the  rooms,  as  regards  cleanliness,  has  not 
been  satisfactory  to  pupils  or  teachers.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  placing  of  a  small  stove  in  the  laboratory  and  a  change 
of  stoves  in  the  large  room,  together  with  care  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  fires,  have  made  us  all  comfortable. 

As  to  the  equipments  of  the  building,  we  have,  at  pres¬ 
ent,  a  good  library  of  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  volumes, 
and  it  is  part  of  the  required  work,  that  each  pupil  make  use 
of  the  books  or  of  those  in  the  Public  Library. 
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The  appaiatus  in  the  laboratory,  though  limited  in 
amount,  can  be  made  to  answer  the  needs  of  a  good  course 
in  Physics,  with  judicious  handling  on  the  part  of  the  teach¬ 
er,  supplemented  with  good  work  by  the  pupil. 

The  Swedish  system  of  gymnastics  has  been  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  curriculum.  The  movements  are  easy  and 
fitted  to  the  needs  of  the  pupil,  and  make  an  excellent  vari¬ 
ation  in  the  regular  work  of  the  school. 

Drawing  has  been  introduced  as  part  of  the  regular  school 
course.  It  has  not  only  been  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  pu¬ 
pils,  but,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Carret,  has  opened 
up  to  them  possibilities  of  future  pleasure  and  usefulness, 
of  which  many  did  not  dream. 

It  is  evident  that  much  of  the  success  of  a  school,  depends 
upon  the  interest  which  parents  take  in  the  children,  which 
they  send  to  the  school,  and  I  sincerely  hope,  that  the  parents 
of  the  pupils  at  the  High  School,  will  not  only  give  us 
their  “outside”  encouragement,  but  feel  it  their  duty  to 
encourage  both  teachers  and  children,  by  an  occasional  visit 
to  the  school.  In  closing,  I  will  say,  that  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  school  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  patient 

work  and  efficient  help  of  the  assistant,  MissElise  H.  Carret.

Dear  Sir:  At  your  request,  I  submit  my  report  of  the 
work  done  in  Drawing  tor  the  last  three  mouths.  My  re¬ 
port  will  necessarily  be  limited,  for  the  time,  which  it  cov¬ 
ers,  is  such  a  small  part  of  the  year. 

“Scatter  diligently  in  susceptible  minds 
The  germs  of  the  good  and  the  beautiful. 

They  will  develop  then  to  trees,  bud,  bloom, 

And  bear  the  golden  fruit  of  paradise,” 

( Ruskin. ) 

We  educate  children  to  nive  them,  broadly  speaking,  cul¬ 
ture,  and  by  means  of  Drawing,  we  gain  for  them,  culture 
through  their  powers  of  observing  and  comprehending  the 
form  of  objects. 

The  object  of  teaching  drawing  in  our  schools  is  : 

I.  To  develop  in  the  child  a  true  and  lasting  love  for  all 
that  is  beautiful  in  Nature.  To  develop  this  love  to 
such  a  degree,  that  the  child  will  study  Nature  care¬ 
fully,  minutely,  and  thus  learn  her  many  secrets 
for  himself,  not  depending  on  another’s  eyes  and 
thoughts  for  his  ideas.  ’ 

c 

II.  To  develop  the  child’s  originality,  leading  him  to 
create  new  forms. 

III.  To  give  the  child  such  training  in  Drawing,  that  he 
may  be  enabled  to  express  his  feelings  and  thoughts  of 
whatever  he  sees  or  hears. 

Nature  is  so  interesting  the  more  we  study  her — she 
opens  such  a  store-house  of  riches  to  those  who  seek  them. 

A  child,  when  properly  taught  Drawing,  in  any  or  all  of 
its  branches,  sees  so  much  more  of  the  beauty  round  him. 
His  life  is  thus  much  fuller  and  his  pleasures  greatly  in¬ 
creased. 

A  child  could  not  be  situated  in  a  better,  place  to  study 
Drawing,  than  in  our  town  of  Harwich.  Such  a  wealth  and 
variety  of  subjects — sea-shore,  hills  and  open  country.  All 
the  blossoms,  flowers,  grasses,  sprays,  and  twigs,  that  one 
wants,  and  all  for  the  taking  !

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As  Wordsworth  says  : 

“Nature  never  did  betray 
The  heart  that  loved  her  ;  ’tis  her  privilege 
Through  all  the  years  of  this  our  life,  to  lead 
From  joy  to  joy  ;  for  she  can  so  inform 
The  mind  that  is  within  us,  so  impress 
With  quietness  and  beauty,  and  so  feed 
With  lofty  thoughts,  that  neither  evil  tongues, 

Rash  judgments,  nor  the  sneers  of  selfish  men 
Shall  e’er  prevail  against  us,  or  disturb 
Our  cheerful  faith  that  all  which  we  behold 
Is  full  of  blessings.” 

All  but  one  of  the  schools  were  visited  before  the  date  of 
the  first,  Teachers’  Meeting.  At  this  meeting,  the  Course  in 
Drawing  was  fully  explained  to  the  teachers. 

The  course  is  so  planned,  that  each  of  the  two  divisions, 
into  which  the  grades  are  divided,  has  two  lessons  per  week. 

In  the  High  School,  as  the  Course  of  Study  is  broad, 
and  the  time  so  occupied,  each  class  receives  one  lesson  a 
week,  but  extra  work  is  required  to  be  done  by  each  pupil. 
This  extra  work  takes  the  place  of  the  second  lesson  to 
some  degree. 

I  visit  each  school,  weather  permitting,  once  a  week, 
giving  each  school  a  lesson.  Some  of  the  schools  can  only 
be  visited  once  in  two  weeks,  as  the  distance  to  and 
from  them  is  so  great. 

The  work  has  been,  thus  far,  most  satisfactory.  The  great 
interest  which  teachers  and  pupils  have  alike  shown,  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  good  results  obtained.  The  work  has 
called  for  many  grasses,  sprays,  twigs,  etc.,  and  they  are 
always  forthcoming.  The  children  are  enthusiastic  col- 
lectors. 

In  regard  to  the  design  for  thecoverof  the  Town  Report, 
there  were  many  competitors,  three  hundred  and  sixteen 
drawings  having  been  submitted.  I  think  the  children  of 
the  town  deserve  great  credit  for  their  interest  and  hard 
work. 

The  committee,  who  judged  the  drawings,  was  as  follows  : 
Mr.  Darius  M.  Nickerson,  Jr.,  Mr.  Ambrose  N.  Doane, 
Supf.  S.  Howard  Chace,  Elise  H.  Carrot,  Supervisor. 
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Iii  judging  these  drawings,  the  points  carefully  considered 
were:  (1)  The  suitability  of  the  design  for  the  purpose 
intended.  (2)  The  age  and  grade  of  the  pupil.  (3)  The 
relative  merits  of  all  the  designs. 

From  tiie  number  of  drawings  submitted,  seventeen  de¬ 
signs  made  by  the  following  pupils  were  selected  :  Imogen 
Id.  Small,  Bessie  L.  Bearse,  Essie  L.  Bearse  (2),  Viola  F. 
Chase,  Arthur  E.  Nickerson,  Mary  D.  Hentz,  Carrie 
Sayles  (2),  G.  LeRoy  Weekes,  Florence  Larkin,  Eliza 
Bearse,  Walter  Baker,  Clifton  Ginn,  Lucretia  Clark  (2), 
Emylla  Cahoon. 

From  this  number,  the  drawings  made  bv  Bessie  L. 
Bearse,  Essie  L.  Bearse,  Walter  Baker,  Lucretia  Clark  (2) 
were  voted  upon  and  one  of  the  drawings  made  by  Lucretia 
Clark  of  Pleasant  Lake  was  finally  chosen. 

The  children  in  all  parts  of  the  town  look  part  in  the 
contest,  which  was  a  remarkably  close  one. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  visit  the  schools,  and  I 
found  in  one  school  that  the  children  were  raising  peas,  corn 
and  several  other  plants,  especially  to  draw  during  the  win¬ 
ter.  In  another  school,  several  pupils  have  done  extra 
work  at  home  and  in  their  spare  time,  thus  showing  me 
their  interest  in  the  work. 

In  order  to  make  the  work  perfectly  successful  in  all 
respects,  there  should  be  some  means  provided  for  the 
Supervisor  to  visit  schools  in  stormy  and  extremely  cold 
weather.  A  bicvcle  can  be  used  to  good  advantage  on  .all 
but  stormy  days,  when  it  is  then  useless.  If  means  could  be 
provided,  the  Supervisor  would  be  able  to  give  all  lessons 
as  scheduled  and  not  have  to  postpone  any  on  account  ot 
inclement  weather.  The  work  would  thus  gain.

Town  of  Harwich,  i899. 


Barnstable  ss. 

To  Either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Harwich, 
in  said  County,  .  '  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  yon 
are  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to  meet 
at  Exchange  Halh  in  said  Harwich,  on  Monday,  the  sixth 
day  of  February  next,  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then 
and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles  : 


Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Article  2.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer, 
three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  three  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  one  School  Committee,  twTo  Collectors  of  Taxes,  three 
Road  Commissioners  (if  the  town  so  votes),  one  or  more 
Constables,  one  or  more  Auditors,  one  or  more  Herring 
Committee,  and  all  other  necessary  town  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees. 
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Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  town  officers, 
committees  and  special  committees,  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  4.  To  determine  the  rate  per  cent,  to  be  paid 
the  Tax  Collectors  for  collecting  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  3  per 
cent,  for  collection  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  vear,  and  act 
fully  thereon.  (By  request.) 

Article  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  bor¬ 
row  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  act  fully  thereon. 

Article  8,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  three 
Road  Commissioners— one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  three 
years. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  yote  to  accept 
Section  332  of  Chapter  548,  Acts  of  1898,  and  elect  one 
Highway  Surveyor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  10,  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors?  Vote  yes  or  no. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
list  of  Jurors  as  prepared  by- the  Selectmen. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  crime. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lease  the 
herring  fishery  of  Herring  River  for  a  term  of  5  years,  and 
act  fully  thereon.

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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Section  335,  Chapter  548,  Acts  of  1-898,  which 
provides  for  the  election  of  Selectmen,  Assessors,  and 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  term  of  three  years,  the  same 
to  go  into  effect  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  consider  some  plan  for  providing  a  permanent 
place  for  holding  town  meetings  and  other  public  assem¬ 
blies,  said  committee  to  serve  without  pay  and  to  make  a 
report  of  their  doings  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting.
